FIRES IT; FLEES. 


Insane Woman Deliberately 
Starts Blaze That Perils 
Inmates of Alms- 
house, 


RISKS LIVES FOR REVENGE 


Threat to Get Even” with Kane 
County Poorhouse Officials 
Carried Out by In- 
cendiary. 


* 


An insane woman, nursing a fancied griev- 
ance and yearning for revenge, deliberately 
fired the Kane county almshouse at Batavia 
last night, and forty demented women pa- 
tients narrowly escaped a horrible death. 

Mrs. Mary Carney of Eigin, who started the 
fire, escaped and is now wandering in the 
surrounding country. The police of all the 
nearby towns have been notified and search- 
ing parties looked for her all night. 

The fire raged in the upper part of the poor- 
house for more than two hours, doing $25,000 
worth of damage. It was confined to one 
building by the efforts of the volunteer fire 
department of Batavia, which made the one 
and one-half mile run to the poorhouse on 
foot, dragging the engine. 

The insane patients were herded in the 
yard like sheep while the fire was being 
fought, and the guards had the greatest 
Gifficulty in preventing them all from escap- 
ing. The women screamed and fought to get 
away, but no one was hurt. 


„Poorhouse Beauty” Starts Fire. 

Mrs. Carney, who is known as “ the beauty 
of the poorhouse, is a woman 80 years old 
and active. She has tried to escape many 
times and has threatened to get even with 
the management for holding her. She has 
been in the asylum for a year and a half, 
losing her mind setting jewele in the Nin 
watch factory. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock, while all the or- 
ficials were at dinner. Mrs. Carney secured 
some matches and went up into the attic over 
the women's quarters. There were 165 pa- 
tients in the building, but the forty insane 
women were the only ones in great danger at 
any time. No one knows just how Mrs. 
Carney managed to start the fire. 

Matthew Ames, an employé of the insane 
ward, was the first one to cent danger. He 
saw sparks flying by the dining room window 
while he was eating supper. He rushed to 
the attic, at the same time notifying the 
superintendent of the asylum, John Mickel- 
son. In the exeitement which the alarm 
started Mre. Carney ran through the halk and 
escaped through the Kitchen entrance. 


John Murphy, 70 years old; an ex-fireman of [ 
Aurora, fought the fames alone. They found 
the fire well started in the north end of the 
main building. Standpipes with reels were 
on every floor and these were put into use. 

The three men soon saw, however, that 
they could not make much headway, so an 
alarm was sent at 6:15 to the Batavia depart- 
ment, In half an hour the volunteer crew 
arrived, accompanied by a score of other cit- 
izens and farmers. The telephone wires had 
been burned out and the alarm was sent in 
by blowing a whistle in the engine house. 

The Batavia company soon got several 
streams of water at work and after a hard 
two hours’ fight the fire was brought under 
control. The damage was confined entirely 
to the building where the fire started. 


Woman Arouses Patients. 

While the firemen were laboring the work 
of getting the insane patients out of the way 
was going on. Mrs. Mickolson, wife of the 
superintendent, and Mrs, Mary Collahabatto, 
who is in charge of the insane women, took 
charge of this work. Mrs. Mickolson took a 
large bell and ran through the halls ringing 
it and knocking on the doors of the various 
rooms. 


The women followed her into the almshouse | 


yard. Mrs. Mickoleon and her assistant 
herded the women in the center of the yard 
and tried to reassure them, but it was hard 
work. Some of the women were as calm as 
though they were at the theater. They 
laughed and clapped their hands at the sight 
of the leaping flames. Others wept and rushed 
frantically around the yard, looking for a 
way to escape. 

The inmates of the poorhouse were called 
on to assist in quieting the women and in time 
the women were all driven safely into the 
men’s quarters of the main building. 

It was found that no one was injured, 


Search for Missing Woman. 

After the fire had been put out and all the 
‘patients cared for the attention of the au- 
thorities was turned toward the missing Mrs. 
Carney. On the theory that she would go 
toward her home in Elgin, Supt, Mickelson 
immediately communicated with the police 
of. that city. The Batavia and Aurore police 
were also notified. Mickelson and a number 
of citizens started out at 8 o'clock to search 
the country in the vicinity of the almshouse, 
but they returned without finding any trace 
of the woman.

PICTURESQUE PLEA FAILS. 


What DoChildless Teachers KnowAbout 
Training Young? Attorney Asks. 


Kankakee, IIL, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Judge 
Frank L. Hooper, in the Circuit court today, 
denied Attorney 8. R. Moore’s application 
for an injunction to restrain the board of 
education from permitting prise fighting ” 
in Kankakee schools. Judge Hooper's rul- 
ing did not recognize the synonymity of 
prize fighting and football assumed in the 
injunction petition. 

“Boards of education,” Judge Hooper 
ruled, have no right to interfere with the 
pleasures or training of school children after 
school hours. A private citizen has no right 
to interfere in such matters unless he has 
sustained some pecuniary injury.“ 

Attorney Moore made a hard fight to con- 
vince Judge Hooper that the term football 
was a mere subterfuge for prize fighting, and 
as such ought to be prohibited. His argu- 
ment was aimed especially at Principal L. 
W. Smith of the Kankakee high school and

Long Discussion on Flat Rate. 


Practically the entire afternoon was spent 
in consideration of the flat rate, and the de- 
bate brought forth some of the best speeches 
of the day. The effort of Ald. Fulton, who 
talked for nearly an hour, was the most 
conspicuous, and placed him at once in the 
front rank of council leaders. The discussion 
of the flat rate was opened by Ald. Uhlir in 
support of his $90 amendment. 

“I take it that none of the representatives 
of the people present are opposed to a $90 rate 
in place of $125 for telephones,” said the 
alderman, while an audible smile ran round 
the chamber. We are all for the people 
and the people’s rights. We want them to 
get service as cheap as possible. 

But if we pass this ordinance the way it 
stands we will be giving the company a 
franchise for twenty years, but we will not 
be giving the people anything. Every con- 
cession this company makes has to be fought 
for. Why, if the Supreme court had not 
decided that $125 was the proper charge, in- 
stead of $175, you would not find the flat rate 
in this ordinance made as low as $125. You 
profess to represent the people—now let's 
see if you are sincere.” 

“Ald. Young replied that the rates fixed in 
the ordinance were the best the committee 
had been able to i with the information 
at hand. 


Great Reduction, Says Toung. 


“ As to the flat rate, the charge gt $125 ts 
in reality a great reduction. Fully half the 
flat rate subscribers are getting more today 
than they pay for. Their phones are busy 
every minute ot the day and the subscribers 
of other classes of service must pay the dif- 
ference. With the mileage charged at pres- 
ent many flat rate phones in outlying parts 
of the city cost the subscribers $400 a year. 
There is no mileage in this ordinance, and the 
$125 charge, therefore, is a great reduction. 
It is low compared with other cities. In 
New York the flat rate is $240, in Philadelphia 
$160, in St. Louis $125, in Baltimore $125, in 
Boston $162.” 

When were those franchises granted, I'd 
like to ask?’ interrupted Ald. Hey. 

1 don’t know,“ blandly replied the leader 
of the forty-two. — 

In Cleveland, with less than half the sub- 
seribers,“ continued Ald. Young, the rate is 
$84, in Pittsburg $125, in Cincinnati $100, and 
in Milwaukee $96. And you all remember 
that Milwaukee gave a franchise some time 
ago to an independent company, but you 
haven't heard of it since. The company has 
been unable t~ finance the undertaking.” 


Can Rates Be Regulated? 


At this point Ald. Foell swung into action. 
He admitted that in the provisions for pub- 
licity of accounts and regulation of rates. 
and, in fact, in all the provisſlons except the 
charges for the various classes of service. 
the ordinance safeguarded the inferests of 
the people pretty well. 

“Tf the reservation of the right to regu- 
late rates amounts to anything the termswf 
the ordinance. generally are fair.“ he said. 
But it remains to be seen how effective the 
provision for regulation will be in practice. 

Now, these rates were fixed by an expert 
commission that based all of its calculations 
on the principle that the ordinance would Be 
a straight twenty year grant to the company 
and that it would be necessary to create a 
‘sinking fund out of which the stock could 
be retired at the termination of the grant. 
As Prof. Jackson explained in the report of 
the expert commission, the rates must Be 
fixed high enough to permit tre company to 
earn not only a ressonabte in rest on the in- 
vestment but to provide a sinking fund 
against the contingency of the plant becom- 
ing only salvage at the end of the grant. 

“It was conceded at the time that the 
rates would not need to be fixed so high if 
there was a provision for the purchase of the 
plant at the termination of the grant, for 
then there would be no occasion for the sink- 
ing fund. The company at that time stood 
out against the proposition of purchase, but 
since then has made the concession. There 
ie now no object for that sinking fund, and 
yet the rates demanded are the same. 


Yearly Tribute to Bell Company. 


The expert commission figured that 6 per 
cent interest on the investment would be 
fair and that the rates should be high enough 
to earn that, and also an additional 4 per 
cent, which should be set aside for the sinking 
fund. If the plant is worth $14,000,000 at 
present it will be worth at least $65,000,000 
twenty years hence. Now,.these rates as 
here fixed are intended.to earn interest on 
the investment and $65,000,000, They must 
also earn $174,000 or more a year, which will 
be turned over to the American Bell com- 
pany for a purpose of which we are ignorant, 
and on which the expert commission was 
able to throw no light. 

“ As long as the company has agreed to the 
provision that makes the sinking fund un- 
necessary there is no sense in leaving these 
rates as high as they are. No one will con- 
tend that if we had the rig? : at this time to 
turn the property of this cotzpany over to a 
responsible bidder the Ch-cago Telephone 
company would not get this grant.

subscribers. After his investigation Mr. 
Gosselin figured out that the company really 
was making between 17 and 18 per cent on 
its investment instead of the 10 per cent to 
which it publicly confesses. 

“Is it right that we should license this 
company to continue such practices? Are 
we under any obligations to this company? 
We built Chicago—the telephone company 
did not. They never gave us any help, yet 
we have given them everything—we have 
given our streets and alleys and have fur- 
nished the people to patronize their busi- 
ness. All that they can demand of us is 
fair treatment. Yet they come in here de- 
manding everything else. A lot of alder- 
men have professed to be afraid that the 
company won't take this ordinance if any 
of these demands are not complied with. 
That is all nonsense. Why, I tell you, gentle- 
men, you can’t make the rates so low that 
the company will not accept the ordinance.” 


Dever Talks of Frisco Graft. 


Ald. Dever now gained the floor. He began 
by expressing a polite desire to hear from 
the supporters of the ordinanc® in reply to 
Ald. Fulton, as he knew by experience that 
among them were numbered several splendid 
orators. Mr. Dever lightly intimated that the 
silence of the forty-two was interesting if 
not significant. 

The only one we have heard from on the 
side of those who favor this ordinance is 
the chairman of the committee, he said. 
“And what has the chairman of the com- 
mittee argued? He has quoted us the rateain 
other cities. Why did he omit to tell us the 
rate in San Francisco, where about a dozen 
officials are now on the road to the pepiten- 
tlary for the part they took in the granting of 
a telephone ordinance to the Bell company. 
Are we to conclude that in those cities in 
Which the rates are low the company was 
unable to secure a franchise by the methods 
it found successful in San Francisco? Are 
we to conclude that wherever we observe a 
city with a low telephone rate it is because 
the council that granted the franchise was 
an honest one? 

“And then, gentlemen, the tnsult of hold- 
ing up the high rate in Philadelphia as an 
argument to prove that 51A is not so high 
after all! What other city in this country 
has shown itself so controlled and owned, 
body and soul, by political corruption? Phila- 
delphia, where franchises have openly been 
obtained by bribery—the comparison is an 
insult. The real test for us is not what the 
companye has secured in Philadelphia, but 
what it costs the company to produce its 
If the $125 rate is justi- 
fled by that test, all right; if it is not, let us 
reduce it. 


Company Refuses Information. 


We find ourselves in a position where we 
can't tell what would be reasonable rates on 
account of the false bookkeeping of the com- 
pany. The company refuses to submit the 
information required. In the face of such 
a refusal this council ought to be ashamed to 
grant a franchise to this company until that 
information has been supplied. I never heard 
of such nerve—a company in such a defiant 
attitude asking concessions of the people of 
Chicago. How have they treated the people? 
Why they spent $275,000 securing the best 
legal talent to help them steal $50 from every 
flat rate subscriber, as bold a steal as was 
ever perpetrated. They stole $50 from every 
subscriber and put it in their pockets and 
have it there today. What we should demand 
is that the company give the information we 
need for fixing rates and also refund the 
money it has stolen before we grant it a fran- 
chise of any kind. 

“If we don’t do this it would be better to 
stop talking and grant the franchise outright 
for twenty years. We have got to a place now 
where it is up to us to show whether we repre- 
sent the people or the telephone company. 
I hope that for once the council will take the 
bit in its teeth. In this there is no question of 
radicalism, no municipal ownership problem— 
it's simply a business question and it has been 
proved that service for §90 a year is prac- 


cable.“ 


Thinks Company III Treated. 

Ald. Badenoch said that if.the rates were 
too high it was the fault of the people for 
forcing unwelceme conditions on the com- 
pany. He thought the company had been ill 
treated and should have some delicate con- 
sideration. | 

It is just such stump speeches as we have 
heard here that have discouraged the in- 
vestment of capital in this city,” he said. 
“ Ald. Dever. made the same speech he Has 
just made at the time the traction ordi- 
nances were up, and those ordinances were 
adopted by the people.“ 

Will you submit this ordinance to a vote 
of the people? demanded Ald. Dever. 

“TI can’t answer that <uestion,’’ replied 
Ald. Badenoch. ‘“ But I do know that it 
took ten years to educate the péople on what 
they wanted in a traction settlement, and 
then it wasn’t what Ald. Dever wanted.“

Singing Before Evening Session. 
The aldermen favoring the ordinance were 
first to appear for the evening session. H 
an hour ahead of time Ald. McInerney an 
Herlihy organized a singing class in the ante- 
room, leading the choruges with sonorous if 
not purely musical voices, and every friend 
who passed by was heartily greeted.

Comparison with St. Paul. 


Ald. Connery pointed out that when all 
phones in Chicago were on a flat basis Chi- 
cago, with 21,000 phones, was payfmg $175 
a year, while St. Paul, with 20,000 phones, 
was paying $48. 

Ald. Finn, turning to Ald. Young, said: 
“Does not your own report show that the 
common battery system has decreased 
cost?“ 

Fes,“ said Ald. Young. 

Then,“ said Ald. Finn, “if the company 
with the individual battery could make 
money at $125, it should make money at $100 
with the common battery.“ 

Ald. Badenoch here started to make a long 
speech in favor of the ordinance, but Ald. 
Young shut him off by saying he had some- 
thing to say himself. Ald. Badenoch tooked 
hurt, but meekly sat down.. 


Coughlin Hurries the Vote. 


At this point Ald. Coughlin got impatient 
and shouted: ‘‘ Call the roll!“ Call the 
roll!“ 


The roll was called and the $100 rate propo- 
sition laid on the table by 41 to 238. 

Ald. Finn then came forward with a motion 
to make the flat rate $105 a year. This was 
laid on the table, 43’to 24. 

“TI will go $5 better,“ said Ald. Finn, and 
move to make the rate 8110. I think I am 
going a trifle too far. Ninety dollars would 


have been enough.“ 


“ The statements of the telephone officials 
themselves show they can make a profit at 
$80,"" put in Ald. Dever. ‘‘ We have no excuse 
under the sun for giving the company this 
high rate of 6125.“ 

Ald. Bennett here came to the rescue of 
Ald. Young, who had been talked out. He 
said the present rate was only 11 cents a day, 
and anybody could stand that. 

It was then moved by Ald. Bennett, as a 
substitute for Ald./Finn's amendment, that 
the flat rate of $125 stand. This shut off all 
chance of making the rate anything between 
$110 and $125, and his motion passed, 45 to 22. 


Protest on Measured Service. 


Ald. Fulton threw in an amendment that 
$48 a quarter should be charged for a single 
party line on measured service. He said the 
$60 in the ordinance meant 5 cents a call, and 
that was too high. The whole measure serv- 
ice as proposed he thought wrong. 

“You should not have to pay for the num- 
ber of times you take the phone off the 
hook,” said he. It you want real measured 
service you should pay for the time you use. 
You pay for gas not by the number of times 
you light the jet but the amount of gas you 
burn.“ : 

Ald. Young came back with figures to the 
effect that the measured rate charges would 
be lower than now. 

We don’t know whether these rates are 
right or not,“ he added, but we do know 
they are a reduction. I move to lay Ald. 
Fulton's amendment on the table.“ 

On to the table it went—48 to 22. 

Ald. Uhlir wanted to amend by striking 
out the word private as descriptive of 
residence phones and Ald. Young accepted it. 

Thank you,” replied Ald. Uhlir, perhaps a 
trifle sarcastically. 


No Cut for Residence Phones. 


Ald. Uhlir then asked for an amendment re- 
ducing charges on residence phones from §18 
to 812.50 a quarter. Ald. Young explained 
that this could not be done and moved to lay 
on the table. There it went by a viva voce 
vote. l 

Ald. Hey moved to make the residence rate 
$15 a quarter. It seems as if we had to 
fight every inch of our way to try to get half- 
way reasonable rates, was his comment. 

Move to lay on the table,“ called out Ald. 
Young. 

It will give this ordinance a better flavor 
if it contains at least one concession to the 
telephone users, suggested Ald. Dever, “and 
it will do this coungil no harm to make the 
telephone company At least yield one point. 
This amendment is surely a fair one.“ 

“I would like to know,” asked Ald. Fisher 
of Ald. Young, “‘ why the offers of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Telephone company were en- 
tirely ignored by the committee on gas, oll, 
and electric light.”’ 

“They were considered,” replied Ald. 
Young, “ and the committee décided the plan 
of the Manufacturers’ company was not 
feasible."’ 

Then the question came on tabling the Hey 
amendment, and it went to that already 
crowded article of furniture by a vote of 
51 to 24. 


Slight Concession Is Secured. 


It was agreed that the guarantee on two 
party lines should be 12% cents a day instead 
of 15 cents, and Ald. Foell took courage and 
threw fm an amendment abolishing “ code 
ringing” on party lines. Ald. Young sub- 
stituted one abolishing it when it could be 
done.“ 

Ald. Hey came along with a provision that 
when 4 subscriber guarantees a certain pay- 

‘ment during six montha if he pays more 
month and less 


small user gome chance,” but hts amend- 
ment went to the table. a 

Ald. Foell took one more chance. He moved 
an amendment increasing the time in which 
a user could use a phone to a suburban point 
from two to five minutes. Ald. Young said 
he would make it three minutes, and Ald. 
Foell took what he could get. 

He followed with another amendment pro- 
viding for meters for measured service on 
the premises of the subscriber whenever such 
meters are invented, and Ald. Young. ac- 
cepted. 


Gets a Bit of Information. 


This ended the discussion over rates, ex- 
cept that Ald. Connery wanted to know how 
soon these new rates would go into effect. 

All except those for ten party lines will 
be operative at once,“ answered Ald. Young. 

Ald. Hey followed with an amendment for- 
bidding the company from charging for re- 
taining his number when he moves. “I thiak 
that is right, don't you?“ he asked of Ald. 
Young. 

But Ald. Young did not think so and moved 
to lay on the table: On the table it went. 
Section 6 was adopted, 45—22. 


Dunn’s Objection Brushed Aside. 


The council then tackled section 7, giving 
the city the right to change rates in the fu- 
ture and Ald. Dunn wanted to know why 
the word “ reasonable as defining rates 
was used so often and yet there was no 
rule as to how a reasonable rate was to 
be determined except by a reference to a 
lawsuit. 75 

The city had had an experience with law- 
suits, he said, in trying to get the flat rate 
from $175 to $125 and did not want any more. 

But the council was growing tired. and 
the section was passed without trouble and 
without much heed to Ald. Dunn. 


Attacked by Own Supporters. 


But when section 8, the one affecting the 
division of net earnings, was called up Ald. 
Foreman surprised everybody by attacking 
it as weak and ineffective.” It was con- 
fusing at the best, he said, and he moved 
to strike it all out. 

There is this to be said for the section,” 
replied Ald. Dever, that it Umits the divi- 
dends of the company to 10 per,cent, which 
is modest for it. We ought to have in this 
ordinance something limiting dividends and 
providing for good service, as in the traction 
ordinances.”’ 

Ald. Bennett seconded Ald. Foreman’s mo- 
tion on the plea that the council, by regulat- 
ing rates, could also regulate the company’s 
dividends. 


Dever Hits at Foreman. 


Then Ald. Dever got in a shot. 

It seems foolhardy in Aid. Foreman,” he 
said, to move to strike out an entire section 
in an ordinance which he and his friends all 
day had been characterizing as this splen- 
did ordinance.’ I would be with him if he 
would also move to strike out all the seven 
preceding sections.” 

“I will accept the amendment of Ald. 
Foreman,” said Ald Young. 

Ald. Connery moved that in view of this 
abandonment of a part of the ordinance con- 
sideration of it be postponed. 

But the old guard rallied again and the 
Connery motion was beaten by 44 to 23. 

Ald, Dever followed with a motion to ad- 

journ, but this was tUrned down 41 to 25. 


Eight Per Cent Voted Down.

BACK T0 THE CELL HE HATES, 


Emil Stacher, Who Begged Quick 
Trial, Is Found Guilty. 


RATS AND DIRT ANNOYING. 


Unable to Pay Fine, Young Canvasser 
Is Again in Dungeon. 


Emil Stacher, who made a scene in the 
Harrison street police court Tuesday after- 
noon at 5:30 o’clock when Judge Sadler an- 
nounced he could not have an immediate 
trial, was fined $50 and costs yesterday on a 
charge of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, 

Representatives of his employers, the Day 
and Night Sign company, 50 Dearborn street, 
testified he had obtained commissions of 
about $50 from them on fake contracts for 
business he faisely represented he had ob- 
tained from downtown firma. 

Detested Dirty Cell. 

“It is because the cell in which I was 
focked up at Harrison street station since 
Monday is more filthy than any pigpen at 
the stockyards that I wanted Judge Sadler 
to give me an immediate trial,“ said Stacher 
last night. I had already spent one night 
downstairs there with two other prisoners 
in the same cell and only one narrow bench 
in it. 

“Sleep was impossible, and the rats 
swarmed in the cell all night. It seemed to 
me the foulest dungeon on earth.” 


As he was not able to pay the fine Stacher . 


siept again in a Harrison street station cell 
last night. He will be taken to the bridewell 
this morning. . 

Stacher dresses well and is well educated. 
Hie said he was a stranger in Chicago, but 
would not tell where he came from. It is 
said his parents are wealthy eastern people. 

No Right to Kick. 

“The reason I did not hear the Stacher case 
last evening. said Judge Sadier in an inter. 
view, “ is because I had been on the bench all 
day and at the time he was brought into court 
I had on the docket ahead of him two other 
cases that I knew, from the number of wit- 
nesses to be heard, would keep me at work 
until 6:30. If he complained because of the 
extra delay of one day in the hearing of his 
case, there is not much point in his kick. Had 
he been a county jail prisoner he would be 
kept four months in a cell before getting a 
trial. I think cases in the police courts are 
handled quickly as compared with the county 
jail and criminal court cases. 

“As to the complaint about the foul cells 
in Harrison street station, I have nothing to 
say except that new cells and new police 
courts should be provided by the city in a new 
and modern building.’’ .

IRESTRIKEENDS: 
‘BACK TOTHE KEYS’ 


Telegraph Operators, After 
Fruitless Struggle of 13 


Weeks, Give Up Fight. 


Similar Action Taken in New 
York; Word to Return’ to 
Work Will Come Soon..

The telegraph strike is ended. After thir- 
teen weeks of a labor struggle which has 
involved nearly 15,000 commercial telegra- 
phers throughout the country, the final ac- 
tion toward terminating the strike was taken 
yesterday afternoon, when Chicago local 
union, the largest local in the country; voted 
to call off the strike and return to work un- 
conditionally. 

Similar action was taken at a meeting of 
the New York local in the evening, operators 
there being directed to return to work today. 

The vote was 281 affirmative to 58 negative. 
The resolution in the Chicago meeting re- 
questing the national executive board to end 
the strike, which was presented on Tuesday 
and lacked two votes of securing the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority, was reconsidered 
and passed thus almost unanimously. 

The action of Chicago local, although only 
expressed in a resolution, is recognized by 
the national officers and executive board as 
semi-official. The desire of the Chicago 
strikers to call off the strike and return to 
work was forecast by the executive board in 
the morning. The officers and members of 
the board and of the conference committee 
which had returned from New York went into 
executive session in the headquarters in the 
Monon building and considegéd official stéps. 


Urge End of Struggle. 
Committeemen Brand of Chicago and 
Clamage of Denver were sent tor 
massmeeting and were advised 


fight. A circular letter was 
issuance to all local unions 
vote upon granting the executive board au- 
thority to act. The latter will be sent out 
to the locals today or tomorrow, and the 
official order ending the strike will be issued 
as soon as two-thirds of the locals have sig- 
mified their willingness to end the laut. 
The circular will present the necessity of 
suspending the strike and will appeal to the 
unions to maintain the organization in antici- 
pation of another fight if the telegraph com- 
panies do not grant concessions within a 
year. However, the letter expresses the hope 


some concessions. 8 


Spirit of the Massmeeting. 

An air of suspense prevailed in the mase- 
meeting. The resolution which had failed 
the day before was slated to come up again, 
and another defeat was feared. The report 
of Committeemen Bell and Clamage that the 
mission of the conference committee in New 
York had failed and that the companies had 
refused to meet the committee cast an air of 
gloom over the enthusiastic ‘‘ stickers,’’ and 
in the end there Was little opposition to the 
resolution. The news that. Milwaukee, Spo- 
kane, and other cities had surrendered also 
strengthened the peace faction. 

Assurances were made by the officers that 
after the return to work the companies would 
grant the union demands for an eight hour 
day and free typewriters. The passage of the 
resolution caused a distinct feeling of relief. 
It was voted to give up Uhlich's hall, the 
stronghold of the strikers since the first days 
of the strike, and to hold no more mass- 
meetings. . 

Although the official order calling off the 
strike may not be issued for several days, 
members of the union are assured that they 
are free to return to work today without be- 
ing stigmatized as deserters.

“In the Chicago fire Spafford lost every- 
thing. He was a Christian man, and the 
loss did not cause him to glve up. He decided 
that he would send his family to his old home 
across the ocean while he went to work to 
get back some of the money he had lost. So 
he took them to New York. They boarded 
a ship and Spafford came back to Chicago 
to take up the battle. 

One day, as he supposed his loved ones 
were about ready to land in England, a cable- 
gram was handed to him. It read as follows: 

“ * Saved, but alone.’ - i 

“It was signed by his wife. There had 
been a wreck and only a few were saved. 
His children were lost, but his wife had been 
taken from the sea in one of the ship’s boats. 


Hymn Written by Lawyer. 

“ Spafford went to his office and wrote the 
words of this song that we shall sing./ He 
was ready to bear anything that the Lord 
should send. These are the words: 

When peace like a river attendeth my way, 
When sorrows like sea billows roll, 

Whatever my lot thou hast taught me to say: 
It is well, it is well with my soul.“ 

After the audience had sung the hymn 
Judge Cleland said that the effect of the 
meetings was being felt all over Chicago.

“If a rich man commits a forgery for mil- 
lions of dollars it is hard Lo cofvict him.” 
said Dr. Torrey. ‘‘If he is convicted he is 
sent up for perhaps six months and the 
chances are that he will get out before his 
time is up. But if a poor man forges an order 
for a few dollars the chances are that he will 
be sent up for two and more likely three 
years. But ‘every one of us shall give ac- 
count of himself to God,’ and the rich and the 
poor shall stand alike at that bar, 

“Tf a poor man for a cause shall obtain a 
divorce from his wife he is ostracised. Ifa 
multimillionaire shall divorce the woman who 
has helped him make his millions there is no 
trouble. Even a preachers, if the fee be large 
enough, can be found to perform the mar- 
riage. It will not be so in the bar before

„The owners of the Marseilles dam claim 
an available head of 15 feet.

Reflects on Board of Control. 
‘Neither Supt. Cooley nor any member of 
the committee of petitioners would disclose 
what had been said in the meeting, but Dr. 
Hall made this statement: 

“I am for clean athletics, not for crooked 
athletics; nelther am I for a crooked board 
of control. Mr. Pursell, who is a member of 
my church, asked me to come with him and 
this is my reason for coming.“ 

Dr. Hall said that he would probably have 
something to say on the subject in his ser- 
mon next Synday morning. 

“If the action pf the board of control is 
not rescinded it 1 demoralize athletics in 
the schools,“ said Mr. Pursell. ‘‘ Under such 
circumstances, I am in favor of the boys 
ignoring the board of control.“ 

Schneider Refuses to Interfere. 
While the committee was interviewing Mr. 
Cooley, Dr. C. E. Boynton, president of the 
board of control, was replying in person to 
the request from President Schneider of the 
board for an explanation as to why the 
North Division team had been débarred from 
playing ¢t schedule. After this interview 
Mr. Schneider said he had decided that it 
was not a part of his province to interfere. 
Dr. Boynton told me that he believed that 
the notice given to the ineligibles before the 
game with Hyde Park that they were in- 
eligible was too short,“ said Mr. Schneider, 
“but he said that he had to give in to the 
majority when it came to voting on the sub- 
ject in the board of control.“ 

After Dr. Boynton had departed, the com- 
mittee interviewed Mr. Schneider, but the 
president remained firm in his intention not 
to interfere. 

Speaking later of his condemnation of foot- 
ball, President Schneider said that was 
merely his personal opinion. 

I shall not start anything.“ he said. “If 
the pupfls—and the parents—of the city want 
the game, as they appear to, it is not for me 
to intérfere. If the. matter is brought up in 
any way for a vote by the school board I 
shall vote to abolish the game. That's all.”

Eulenburg Causes Stir. 

The unexpected entrance of Prince Eulen- 
byrg into the courtroom caused a sensation. 
The public prosecutor was speaking when 
an usher interrupted him and whispered 
something into his ear. The doors were 
thrown open and a tall, distinguished look- 
ing man, leaning on two supporters, ap- 
peared. : 

He was instantly recognized as Eulenburg. 
His face was leaden, he breathed heavily, 
ahd he hobbled along, held up on either side 
by his son and private secretary. When Zu 
Eulenburg gave his testimony he spoke with 
a quaveri voice, but with great earnest- 
ness. He flenied emphatically any connec- 
tion with Brandt’s attacks on Von Bülow 
and denied having transgressed paragraph 
178 of the penal code. He said he knew ab- 
solutely nothing of the political intrigues in 
which he was alleged to have been implicated, 
and denied totally the existence of the so- 
called camarilia. 

The court at the conclusion of the trial 
pronounced the verdict.

Big Crowd at Theater Indulges in 
Charivari of Sentiment.

New York. Nov. 6.—[Special.]}—Raymond 
Hitchcock reappeared today just as sudden- 
ly as he disappeared before the grand jury 
indicted him a week ago, and tonight he 
was back again in hig stage clothes playing 
“The Yankee urist to an audience that 
cheered and applauded him as it might have 
done some sort of a hero. 

Before he was able to enjoy this unex- 
pected and surprising outburst of sentimen- 
tal sympathy Hitchcock had to surrender 
himself as a prisoner to the district attor- 
ney and furnish $7,500 bail on one of the 
six indictments returned againet him on 
charges of assault and abeuction brought by 
three girls the eldest of whom is not 16. 

Hitchcock's lawyer wouldn't allow him to 
say where he had hidden himself since his 
disappearance a week ago. The comedian 
told the ‘reporters, thowever, that he merely 
had remained in seclusion because he was 
ill, not because he was afraid. He declared 
he had come back for vindication. 

Great Crowd Welcomes Him. 

He certainly got a taste of vindication 
at the Astor theater, which was crowded to 
the guards, despite the ‘rain. He had ap- 

ared suddenly at the matinée perform- 
“anes: The audience was small, however, 
and it was not until the play was well under 
way that he was recognized. But the news 
spread that he was back and playing again, 
so that by the titme the theater opened for 
the night performance there were enough 
people in the lobby and street to fill the house. 

In The Yankee Tourist Hitchcock, as 
Copeland Scuyler, does not make an appear- 
ance until the first act is well advanced. 
His wife, Flora Zabelle, as Miss Whitney, 
is on the stage some time before he enters. 
When she appeared tonight the house ap- 
plauded violently as if to show her that they 
thought well of her for standing by her 
husband. 

Couldn’t Cheer a Hero More. 

The play proceeded regularly until Hitch- 
cock made his appearance. He enters at 
the head of a chorus. The first sign of him 
was the signal for another greater outburst 
of cheering, shouting, and handclapping. 
He could say or do nothing while for nine 
minutes the noise continued. Then he wert 
on as best he could, every line he spoke be- 
ing greeted by great applause and every 


ent to show that they were with him. 
Possibly all that was nothing in real sen- 
timental feeling to the moment when Hitch- 
cock and his wife were geen together on the 
stage. She is suppo to enter without 
his observing her, because they never have 
met before—in the play. What she did do 
when the time came was to walk direct!

Wife Stands by Him Loyally. 

Whether she has found out or not, it is cer- 
tain the Chicago girl who married Hitchcock 
is standing by him,nobly. She went with 
him today when he braved the district at- 
torney and remained near him while he was 
arraigned by Judge Whitman until he was 
released on bail furnished by Martin Engle. 

She didn’t hear the indictments read, charg- 
ing her husband with illegal relations with 
the little Van Hagen, Voecks, and Whiston 
girls. She remained weeping in District At- 
torney Garvan's office during this part of the 
proceeding. But when it was over she took 
her husband's arm and acted as a sort of 
body guard while he ran the gantlet of re- 
porters and batteries of cameras. Througt 
it all she appeared tenderly solicitous ard 
affectionate in her attitude to her husband, 
who was even paler and thinner than usual.

REVELATIONS MADE IN COURT 


Suit for Possession of Child Brings Out 
Spicy Testimony. 


New York, Nov. 6.—(Special.]—Henry Rus- 
sell Drowne à wealthy woolen merchant of 
this city, testified before Vice Chancellor Ste- 
vens at Newark, . J., today. Mr. Drowne 
seeks by habeas corpus proceedings to get 
legal custody of his son, Henry Jr. His moth- 
er, who lives in Jersey now, has had the

SCHOOLS SHUNNED BY RICH 


Dr. Earl Barnes Sees Danger in 
**Aristocratic’’ Tendency. 


* 


PRIVATE ACADEMY FAVORED 


Educator Says Foreigners Predominate 
in Public Classrooms. 


Dr. Barl Barnes, lecturer of the American 
Society of University Extension and one of 
the leading educators in the United States, 
believes that a dangerous system of “ aris- 
tocracy is being built up in American edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Barnes addressed the Chicago Wom- 
an's club yesterday afternoon, and before 
he had finished his remarks the club women 
were convinced that he didn’t mind saying 
what was in his mind. For the’ most part 
Dr. Barnes’ address was warmly applauded, 
but when the speaker suggested that ihe 
way to make the public school not good 
enough for your d ia to take your nila 
out of the public school some of the f 
ionably dressed women whese children 
known to be in expensive private schoois 
looked a bit uncomfortable. 


Foreigners Fill Public Schools. 
“ During my residence in England,” said 
Dr. Barnes, I found everywherethat a cer- 
tain prosperous middle class got their chil- 
dren into certain schools and that the chil- 
dren of the poorer classes were crowded into 
less commodious schools in other districts. 
Everywhere that I have been in the United 
States I have found a similar condition of 
affairs. One goes into the averagé public 
school and one finds dn alien atmosphere— 
the school is filled with foreigners. 
As for the better cfasses, the parent, if 
possible, removes his child to another school 
where the foreign element is not predomi- 
nant. If this is not possible the child goes 
to some private school. 
** I was surprised on my return to America 
to find how many parents are sending their 
children to private schools instead of to the 
state schools. Where 1 live there is a ridge. 
You canpot live on top of tne ridge unless you 
have an income of $10,000 a year or more. A 
little lower down you can locate if you 
have a@ indome of $5,000, and down toward 
the hase of the ridge is the $8,000 zone. That's 
where I Hve—though i can’t really afford it. 
Out on the flat country are the people who 
work with their hands. And every one of 
these zones is reflected in the schools of the 
community.“ 


Would Take Pupils to Suburbs. 

In concluding his address, Dr. Barnes 
broached a unique plan for a complete re- 
establishment of the school system in large 
cities. 

“Why shouldn't we usé—here in Chicago 
for instance—the advantages that they have 
in the country communities?” said the speak- 
er. Here we have a great system of com- 
munication coming into the c r of the city 
in the morning, discharging iW human load, 
and returning, practically empty, at about 
8 o'clock. Late in the afternoon the thing 
is reversed. 

Now, when the street cars and trains re- 
turn, empty, in the morning, why not let them 

ry the school children to the outskirts of 
the city? Let them attend school there. 
where there is fresh air and plenty of room, 
and come back when the cars come in at night 
for their load of workers, Does it sound Uto- 
pian? It’s just what they are doing through- 
out Connecticut today, and in many other 
communities. 25 oui be done here, and it 
should be.“

MONEY CRISIS A DELUSION, 
SAYS CONGRESSMAN BOUTELL 


In Talk to North Avenue Business Men 
Contrasts Their Solidity with Wall 
Street Instability. 


“There is no financial trouble in the coun- 
try at the present time,“ was the assertion 
of Congressman Henry S. Boutell at the an- 
nual banquet of the North Avenue Business 
Men's ae@sociation; held last evening at the 
North End Masonic temple, 615 North Clark 
street. The feast marked the closing of 
the North avenue fall festival and street car- 
nival which began on Oct. 5. 

Jam proud of North avenue,“ said Con- 
gressman Boutell. “It 16 a great street to 
represent in congress, I wish the financiers 
of Wall street could learn to conduct their 
business along the lines followed by the busi- 
ness men of North avenue. 

“If they did that there wouldn't be any 
talk about financial troubles. The fact is, 
there is no money trouble at the present time. 
There ig no money stringency. The trouble 
is simply this: thet the money of the coun- 
try can’t be in two places at one time. 

“The money naturally is attracted to the 

New York banks, where the highest rate of 
interest is paid. If they would put the money 
into legitimate channels of commerce and in- 
dustry all would be well. But they go into 
what is called speculative business. In plain 
language, this is nothing more or less than 
gambling. This is the whole trouble What 
should be done is to prevent dealing in fu- 
tures, or what does not exist.” 
- Ald. Arthur Josetti, president of the asso- 
ciation, presided. Chief Shippy, Fire Chief 
Horan, and State Treasurer John F. Smulski 
were present as special guests of the or- 
ganization. Corporation Counsel Brundage 
represented Mayor Busse. 

There are no more enterprising business

GROWTH OF TEMPERANCE. 
The most striking feature of contempo- 
ary social life in the United States is the 
leady growth of temperance sentiment.

There has been no 
ettempt at imposition of prohibition laws 
krom the outside.

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The difficulty of attempting to explain 
the movement is well illustrated hy the 
southern states. One often sees the state- 
ment that prohibition has gained favor in 
that section because of the presence of the 
negro. The white man prefers to go with- 
out liquor himself rather than permit it 
„to be sold to the negroes. At the same 
time conversation with southern white 
men quickly reveals that the supposed 
love for liquor on the part of a southern 
gentleman is largely a tradition. 

To make this a political question has 
not been favored, The great triumphs of 
temperance have been nonpartisan. It has 
been a social movement rather than a 
political one. If the present rate of prog 
ress is maintained the states and the local 
communities will solve the problem before 
many years. 

THE FALL ELECTIONS. 

The fall elections have shown not only 
a wider area than usual of independence 
among voters but a general consensus of 
opinion that local matters are to be kept 
distinct from national matters. Hence 
the outcome of the off year voting may 
be said to have little significance froma the 
national point of view for either of the 
two leading parties, however much party 
Managers may claim an advantage. The 
issues were largely local and voters as @ 
rule met them from the local standpoint. 

Among the state elections the result in 
Kentucky is somewhat surprising. Will- 
son will be the first republican governor 
since the unseating of Taylor, his election 
being due partly to the loss of democratic 
prestige occasioned by recent disclosures 
of democratic fraud, and probably to some 
extent by the vote in Louisville upon the 
Sunday closing law on the one hand and 
the fear that the election of the demo- 
cratic candidate for governor would make 
the whole state “dry.” In Maryland a 
democratic governor has been elected by 
a greatly reduced plurality from that of 
Warfield, and the Gorman machine is 
triumphant. An interesting feature of 
the contest was the first experiment of 
the primary selection of a United States 


| senator upon a different plan from that 


which hitherto has been tried. Separate 
polling booths were opened in each elec- 
tion district, and only those democrats 
were allowed to vote whe could make affi- 
davit that they had previously yoted the 
regular democratic ticket. Under this 
plan Warfield, who first advocated the 
system, was routed.- The result in New 
Jersey for governor at this writing is still 
in doubt. In Massachusetts the election 
of Guild, republican, wag a foregone con- 
clusion, owing to the genera) demoraliza- 
tion among the democrats, growing out 
of the quarrel between Bartlett, who 
sought to pack the nominating conven- 
tion, and Whitney, that eminent member 
of the Ananias club ™ and champion of 
reciprocity, which evidently remains dis- 
tasteful to the great majority of Massa- 
chusetts voters. There was little interest 
in Pennsylvania over the election of state 
treasurer and the vote was light, but as 
the republican candidate won by 142,000 
it would be interesting to know how large 
his plurality would have been had the vote 
been heavy. Rhode Island evidently has 
no use for its blind republican boss, and 
reélected the democratic candidate with 
a strong republican legislature behind him. 
In New York City the Hearst-Parsons 
fusion was buried out of sight by Tam 
many, undoubtedly because the repub- 
lican leaders could not “deliver the goods.“ 
It should be a lesson to them to keep out 
of “entangling alliances.” In Cleveland 
the election of Tom Johnson was not un- 
expected, in spite of the ability and pop- 
ularity of ex-Congressman Burton, The 
traction issue, with a 3 cent fare, evident- 
ly is attractive to Cleveland voters. In 
Cincinnati a republican mayor, the old 
German editor and soldier, Col. Leopold 
Markbreit, has deen elected, while 
through the rest of the state many re- 
publican cities have gone democratic, and 
vice versa, The retlection of District 
Attorney Langdon in San Francisco is a 
great triumph for good government, and 
insures the continuance of his efforts to 
run down and punish the’ whole corrupt 
Ruef-Schmitz gang. Far away Salt Lake 
City has also redeemed itself by electing 
an anti-Mormon municipal government. 


AN AMERICAN PEACE CONGRESS. 

Diplomatic circles in Washington are 
much interested in the coming conference 
of representatives of the Central Ameri- 
can states, a number of whom have al- 
ready reached the capital city. This con- 
ference will convene in a few days in re- 
sponse to the joint suggestion of the re- 
publics of Mexico aud the United States. 
Its object is to discover a common ground 
of agreement which will prevent futuro 
wats among the republics and, indirectly, 
add such strength tod the governments as 
to make the recurrence of revolutions less 
frequent. The friendly interest of the 
two larger American republics is a sugges- 
tion of the importance to their welfare of 
more settled conditions in the countries 
farther south. 

The meeting will be under the auspices 


whose building it will be held. The his- 
tory. of the five countries, Guatemala, Sal- 
vador, Costa Rica, Honduras, and Niea- 
ragua, has been a checkered one. There 
have been frequent wars, one among an- 
other, and more frequent internal disturb- 
ances attending revolution after revolution 
‘since the Spanish yoke was thrown off. 
The result has been that the republics 
have not attained that strength which they 
should have gained in the years since they 
became independent. When compared 


with their neighbor to the north, where 


Dias has held a firm grip on administra- 
tion for more than a generation, their 
weakness has been conspicuously appar- 
ent. 

In a meeting of this character much will 
depend upon the attitude of the delegates 
and their ability to discuss delicate prob- 
lems in a friendly way. The indications 
seem to be that thoroughly representative 
gentlemen have been chosen for the im- 
portant work. They are men who have 
had experience in diplomacy and are weil 
versed in international law. Some of 
them are now members of diplomatic 
corps at Washington or pu Officials in 
their states at home. Their ability is con- 
ceded. It remains to be seen how they 
will meet the situation when they come 
together in the conferénce which may 
mean so much for the future. 

Previous attempts to secure, definits 
progress through congresses of this sort 
have not been successful. There are a 
good many who despair of seeing the day 
when harmony and friendly relationships 
will prevail in Central America. There 
are others, however, who believe the pres- 
ent a favorable opportunity for securing

cer, and with the place of meeting in the 
capital of a friendly nation, the conditions 
could not be more satisfactory. If the 
meeting ends in the same disappointing 
way that has charactered previous at- 
tempts there will yet be some gain from 
the effort to find common ground. If the 
discussions lead to a harmonious agree- 
ment on the important questions at isaue 
the conference will take its place as one 
of the most notable in the annals of the

If the 
good effects of this erusade have been 
done away with, and if the cheap thesa- 
ters have returned to their former objec- 
tiona ble programs, the work must be done 
over and the crusade must be repeated 
where necessary. 

Perhaps it is going a little too far to 
class all 5 cent theaters as the devil's 
apothecary shops.” This is a loose and 
general characterization which is not like- 
ly to be berne ont by the facts. Tue 
earnest educator who declaims so vehe- 
mently against the snares and pitfalls for 
children is justified in making specific 
charges whieh can be easily eubstanti- 
ated, It is the duty of all citizens to be- 
tray vice where it exists and to call for 
the suppression of all dangerous and im- 
moral tendency where it may he found. 
Doubtless the authorities will gladly co- 
operate, as before, in regulating the cheup 
theaters and supervising the nature o 
their offerings, and it should be the egsi- 
est thing in the world to put a stop to all 
immoral exhibitions which through rea- 
son of the cheap prices are @ lure to chil- 
dren, 

But it is neither sane nor profitable to 
make sweeping charges which are as ap- 
plicable to the theater at Hull house as 
to a Woodlawn resort much less respect- 
able. Generalizations count for little in 
the matter of reform. Because one thea- 
ter transcends the decencies and proprie- 
ties of life it does not necessarily follow 
that the theater in the next block ig a 
devil's apothecary shop or any part of 
the devil's premises. To correct abuges it 
is necessary to go specifically for that 
which is vicious and not fall back on in- 
discriminate condemnation. Any ente-- 
prise personally or by authority conduct- 
ed by the devil, which threatens the wel- 
fare of children, can be suppressed with- 
out much difficulty.

Alexander Baring was by reason of his 
American affiliations frequently selected by 
the Engiish government to represent it in 
negotiations with the United States, and con- 
cluded at Washington in 1842, during the 

residency of John Tyler, the famous Ash- 

urton treaty, which may be regarded as the 
basis of all subsequent agreements and un- 
derstandings between this country and Great 
Britaim It is hardly neceseary to add that 
this firet Lord Aghburton, besides being a 
great financier, a statesman of international 
fame, and a diplemat of rare skill, was a 
wonderful art connoleseur. The character of 
the collection just purchased by Messrs. 
Agnew with a view to disposal in this coun- 
try constitutes the most striking and elo- 
quent evidence of his wonderful teste and 
acumen in ali matters of art.

Sir George Lewis, who has just been en- 
gaged in prosecuting a couple of American 
awindiers in London whom he caught in the 
act of making use of note paper headed with 
the name and address of his firm to extort 
blackmail from credulous people, is by far 
the most' distinguished criminal lawyer of 
the present day in Great Britain. True, he 
not a member of the bar, but merely what is 
known in London aga solicitor. Yet it is no 
exaggeration to assert that there has been no 
sensational case brought into court within 
the last forty years in which Sir George has 
not figured, usually on the winning side; 
while as for the cases which this shrewd and 
discreet knight has kept out of court, they 
are simply legion in number. 

Indeed, it may safely be taken for granted 
that not more than one-third, perhaps not 
even a quarter, of the scandals\affecting 
prominent people in Great Britain ever reach 
the knowledge of the public. For with all its 
faults, English society possesses an esprit 
de corps that is not to be found on this side 
of the water. When any one of its members 
happens te wander from the high road of 
honesty and honor—which is broad and spa- 
cious in these modern times-—into the by ways 
of crime, all the members of his class, not 
alone in his interest, but also in their own, 
unite in an effort to hush the matter up, and 
in this they almost invariably enjoy the vaiu- 
able assistance of Sir George, who is popu- 
larly believed to know enough to hang alf 
a dozen of the biggest men in the city of 
London, and to possess a sufficient number of 
dangerous secrets of people of rank to suffice, 
if ever they should be divulged, to shatter the 
entire social fabric of Great Britain.

His father and grand- 
father were iawy t it to say, solicitors 
before him, and the late Lord Chief Justice 


Russell, the present lord high chancellor, | 


Lord Loreburn, the late Fir Frank Lock- 
wood, and several other legal luminaries of 
the present day began their careers as 
“young men in the Lewis office in Ely 
place. One of the features of that office is 
the strongroom, in which all the great black 
deed boxes are. turned to the wall, so that 
not even their names can be seen, being dis- 
tinguished from one another by numbers. 
Startling and extraordinary as are the con- 
tents of these boxes, it is probable that ge- 
crets of an even more dramatic character 
are locked up in the archives of Sir George's 
memory, and to what extent he depends upon 
the latter may be gathered from the fact that, 
contrary to the practice of the majority of 
lawyers, he keepe no diary.

The 
worse the case and the higher the rank of the 
persons incriminated the more certain ie it 
that application will be made te Ely place 
tot professional assistance. 
owever terrible the straits in which his 
client may have involved himself, Sir George 
can usually find a means of issue. If his 
client’s guilt is sufficiently assured to admit 
of no defense or excuse, Sir George gener- 
ally possesses the knowledge of some skele- 
ton in the cupboard of the other side of the 
case, and so brings about an abandonment of 
the prosecution.

There are few people in society or in busi- 
ness who are not cursed with some skeleton, 
the existence of which they are eager at all 
costs to keep from ever becoming known. 
Sometimes it affects their own honor and 
reputation, sometimes the fair name of those 
nearest And dearest to them. Sir George 
may be said, without any exaggeration, to 
possess a more or less extensive acquaintance

PRACTICAL MEN AT HELM. 


Control Should Be Vested in 
Those Who Understand the 
Gridiron Game. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 


When the big nine conference meets again 
thereswill be a harder fight made to the 
football schedule lengthened than there was 
last year. The lack of wisdom in a system 
allowing but five games is becoming so ap- 
parent that no person, not even a professor, 
can have the temerity to longer defend it. It 
is probable the season will be lengthened to 
at least seven games. 

It should be. As the system is arranged 
now the teams have several vacant Satur- 
days and all the disadvantages that go with 
periods of cessation from the tests for which 
they prepare. The five game schedule plan 
has no logic to support it. It does not in any 
way shorten the season. It does not take less 
time from school work than seven or nine 
games would. And there are other reasons 
against it that all those who know foot- 
ball understand. If the football season last- 
ed three or four months there might be some 
objection. It extends over from seven to nine 
weeks. Games should be played weekly 
while the teama are working. 

With seven games on the schedule a team 
can have four good games, with three prac- 
tice games in between. This gives the play- 
ers a better chance to keep in condition, and 
really does away with many abuses now the 
subject of complaint. 


Reform Is Needed. 

If the colleges want football retained they 
should agree to its being run on a sensible 
plan. If the game is werth taking up at all 
it is worth being perfected. The five game 
pian is in no sense a reform—it Is a joke: 

Another reform which should be insti- 
tuted is the abolition of the Thanksgiving 
day edict. How many athletically inclined 
people can help associating football with this 
day? Enthusiasts used to look forward to 
the great games in Chicago between Chicago 
and Michigan, and Chicago and Wisconsin. 
Society also looked forward to this event and 
turned out en masse.

CHASES MAN WHO ANNOYS HER, 


Miss Etta West Causes Arrest of Pas- 
senger She Accuses of Insulting 
Her on Street Car. 


Pursuing a man who annoyed her on a 
Madison street car yesterday morning, Miss 
Etta West, 22 years old, 30 Gross terrace, 
caused the arrest of A. F. Shulz, a millwright, 
residing at Sacramento avenue and Wash- 
ington boulevard. ?

Chicago Situation. 

The financial situation in Chicago showed 
little chafige from the previous day. One 
class of banks which supplies the commercial 
needs of the country still feels the outside 
strain, though home patrons are beginning 
to accustom themselves to the situation, 
But country banks, instead of improving 
their position, grow more insistent for funds 
or credit from, their Chicago correspondents. 
Such a situation is mecessarily unavoidable, 
and it has not yet reached its most acute 
phase throughout the west. 

New York bankers continue to send cheer- 
ing reports of having turned the corner. 
Merely to make a statement of facts, they 
were hopeful some time ago before what is 
now believed to be the worst was reached. But 
every day should bring the riod of better 
conditions nearer, and asjfar as can be noted 
at this distance the money affairs of New 
York are being handled in a way to warrant 
a large degree of confidence. 

Chicago banks, as a rule, are finding it ad- 
visable to hold closely as possible to their 
policy of last week in the matter of casi, 
Some of the banks then were in a fortunate 
position owing to the class of business they 
cater to, and have necessarily felt easier 
than some of their neighbors, doing an equal- 
ly high class business but of a different char- 
acter. The money market remains here un- 
changed. 

As usual in such a situation as this, there 
is necessarily complaint among depositors 
leading to a desire to change their accounts 
from one bank to another. As a rule the 
bank to which the account is offered discour- 
ages a change, feeling that it could give no 
more favors than has the bank from which 
the depositor wishes to retire. Possibly the 
unscrupulous in the business will take ad- 
vantage of the present situation to secure 
the patrons of other banks by’ usaking prom- 
ises. 

There is a disposition in some quarters to 
fee] that the most conservative statement of 
facts should be withheld from the public. 
The notion grows out of the belief that by 
cutting down a smallpox flag the disease will 
be cured. On the contrary, such action only 
invites the unsuspecting to contract the dis- 
ease, for the danger signal has been with- 
drawn, 

Iron Situation. 

Concerning the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
deal and the general iron situation, the Iron 
Trade Review says: 

The absorption the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad company by the United 
States Steel corporation, clearly foreshad- 
owed by events which have occurred in New 
York this week, will, it is believed. have a 
good influence on the southern pig iron mar- 
ket. If the Tennessee company should cdn- 
tinue as in the past to sell about half offits 
product of pig iron its influence would tend 
to add firmness to the market; and if, as 
may be the case, the furnaces of the company 
should be used for makmg steel, the with- 
drawal of the large tonnage hitherto sold 
would mrongines the position of the pro- 
ducers. 

Our blast furnace statistics for October 
show a continuance of heavy production, but 
a considerable number of furnaces were 
blown out in the last few days of last month 
and the first week of this month, and it is cer- 
tain that the production for November will 
show a sharp curtailment. October made @ 
new record for that month in ore shipments, 
the total being 6,482,654 tons, an increase of 
1,401,860 tons compared with October of last 
year. 

Dullness continues in the pig iron market 
and the valley price of Bessemer has declined 
$1 a ton. The production of finishing mills 
has continued at a record breaking rate in 
numerous plants, the production of the IIlli- 
nois Steel company being especially note- 
worthy, while the output of the American 
Bridge company has made a new record, 
being over 60,000 tons, of which = about 
one-third was sold.”
